Nebraska's Population 
Hike Estimated At 6% 


Nebraska's population has 


increased an estimated 6% 
since 1960 to a new high of 
1.498,733, according to 
the 


April issue of Business in Ne- 
braska published by the Uni- 
versity of 'Nebraska. College/ 
of Business Administration. 


This represents a numeri- 


cal increase of 73,321 persons 
since 1960. Nearly 1% of the 
five-year total Increase was 
recorded last year. 


The R'-reau's estimate is 


based on U.S. census records, 


adjusted for trends in t h e 
school census, the total vote, 
the head tax, and vital sta- 
tistics, including b i r t h s , 
deaths, marriages and divorc- 
es. 


While the state as a whole 


was growing about 6% since 
I960, the 43 towns and cities 
with over 2,500 population in- 
creased about 10% compared 
with about a 2% increase in 
non-u r b a n areas. This is 
largely a continuation of the 
•urbanization trend in recent 


Negro Hero Wins 
A Medal Of Honor 


Washington (UPI) — Presi- 


dent J o h n s o n announced 
Wednesday that he will award 
the Medal of Honor posthum- 
ously Thursday to Pfc Milton. 
L. Olive III, an 18-year-old 
Chicago Negro killed in action 
in Viet Nam. 


Milton B. Olive Jr. of Chi- 


cago will receive the medal, 
the nation's highest combat 
award, at the White H o u s e 
ceremony. 


His son died by falling upon 


an enemy grenade and saving 
four other lives. 


Olive is the third U.S. ser- 


viceman to be awarded t h e 
Medal of Honor for heroism 
in Viet Nam. He is the first 
Negro to receive it in t'h a t 
conflict and the eighth of his 
race to be so honored in-U.S. 
history.

Two Negroes in the Korean 


War were awarded the medal, 
both posthumously, and five 
in the Spanish-American War. 


Conspicuous Gallantry 


Olive was killed Oct. 22, 


1965, during what Ihe citation 
accompanying the medal de- 
scribes as "conspicuous' gal- 
lantry and intrepidity at t h e 
risk of his own life above and 
beyond the call of duty." 


Tho White House said t w o 


of the four men whose* lives 
Olive saycd will attend t h e 
ceremony. 


One was Olive's company 


commander, 1st Lt. Jimmy 
B. Stanford, a 32-year-old na- 
tive of Bay City. Tex., a o w 


on the staff of the Infantry 
School at Ft. Benning, Ga. 
Stanford was wounded in ac- 
tion and has been recom- 
mended for the Bronze Star.

W. Foster, a native of Pitts- 
burgh now at Ft. Devon*.

and stepmother, the White 
House said about 20 relatives 
of the slain hero were being

'war In South Viet Nam. ' 


McNamara said the war 


probably will intensify, with a, 
major new communist often-, 
sive, perhaps next month. 


And he forecast new politi- 


cal-discord in South. Viet Nam 
as well. 


Pride In Country 


But McNamara told t h e 


Senate 
Foreign 
Relations. 


Committee that the U.S. ef- 
fort in South Viet Nam shouldi 
inspire pride, in America, not 
only because of its power but 
'because of'its restraint 


"We should be proud of| 


what we're doing there . . ." 
he said. "Instead we seem to, 
seek and' try to exaggerate) 
imaginary weaknesses." 


While McNamara testified^ 


-at a crowded Senate hearlngj 
which was-broadcast by radloj 
and television, House Repub-, 
llcan leader Gerald R. Fordj 
challenged anew his manage- 
ment of the war effort. 


The Michigan congressman, 


added a charge of shipping 
shortages to his assertion that; 
bomb shortages are hamper- 
ing the air effort against com- 
munist forces. 


'Absurd' 
". . . It's absurd." McNa- 


mara responded. 


"All this baloney, and it's; 


only that, about lack of bomb, 
production, is completely mis- 
leading," he said. 


H i s retort was indirect; 


Ford's name was not men- 
tioned. 


McNamara began his wide- 


ranging Vjet Nam report with 
this declaration: 


"In history, never has any, 


other 'nation—and never has 
the. United States, in the past 
—carried such great military 
strength with, so little burden 
>on its society." 


245,000 On Ground 


And< McNamara, indicated 
that strength, is somewhat 
larger than the Pentagon had 


publicly disclosed. He said 
there are 245,000 fighting men 
on the ground UTSouth Viet 
Nam, 75,000 on the waters 
nearby. 


That is 5,000 more ground 


troops than had been pre- 
viously disclosed. 


McNamara said the United, 


States has 325,000 men as- 
signed to combat operations 
in Southeast Asia—and h a s 
sent them there without call- 


ing reserve forces, without 
Imposing wage-price controls 
and without disrupting the 
civilian economy. 


He said this troop commit- 


ment could be substantially 
increased with no callup of 
'reservists.

Missiles Miss 


; • Four Soviet-built surface- 
to-air missiles were fired at 
the raiders, but all missed, 
he said. There was no com- 
ment on a Hanoi broadcast 
that one of the planes was 
shot down over Haiphong. 


Three U.S. jets were lost 


elsewhere In a series of at- 


tacks over North Viet Nam, 
raising to 213 the announced 
number of planes felled by 
the North Vietnamese since 
the air c a m p a i g n was 
launched In February 1965. 


An Air Force pilot, Capt. 


John B. Abernathy, 29, of 
Wichita, Kan., was rescued 
by helicopter In a blaze of 
enemy fire after 
ejecting 


from his burning F105 Thun- 
derchlef Into jungle about 65 
miles south of Vlnb. The oth- 
er'two pilots were presumed 
captured or dead. 


Though the Navy raid was 


four miles closer to Haiphong 
than any other staged in that 
area, the word In Washington 
was that this marked no shift 
in administration policy. 


Asked if it represented a

In the nation, Alliance was 
second only to Douglas, Wyo.,

Agafijt Poverty held a convention that was 
about carefully laid plans and the 


taken over by the rank and file in atten- 
dance as opposed to the established leader- 
ship. This doesn't happen often but not be- 
cause the rank and file might not like to. 
We wonder how many conventions you have 
attended at which you felt the program 
was a rehash of the same old pap, a dis- 
cussion of the same problems in a little 
different form that were on the agenda a 
year ago. 
The uproar started at the crusade meet- 


ing when the audience began booing war on 


poverty Director Sar- 
gent Shriver who had 
come to talk to the 
civil rights and church 


-• 
groups gathered to- 


gether under a single tent. Shriver man- 
aged to finish his speech but not without 
many Interruptions from the floor and some 
heated comments from delegates. One dele- 
gate got hold of a microphone to ask: "How 
can Shriver talk about rats and roaches- 
he's never lived with them?" Shrlvcr was 
reported as grim-faced as he was ushered 
from the meeting. He vas quoted as say- 
ing: "I will not participate in a riot." 


A civil rights leader stated that the 


treatment of Shriver would rebound against 
all minority groups. The crusade leader- 
ship said they were embarrassed by the 
events and that It was unfortunate Shriver 
was subjected to the situation. 


Of course, you cannot condone a devel- 


opment such as that. It is true that noth- 
ing can be accomplished in the midst of 
a meeting that is turned into an unruly 
mob gathering. But apparently the rules of 
reason and order have not accomplished 
what they should, either. 


If the experience is one that hurts the 


cause of the poor with Shriver, then he is 
not the man for the job nor the man he is 
reported to be. The'crusade leadership also 
said that they agreed with millions of the 
poor who are fed up with talk about an 
anti-poverty war that never i caches them. 
Money comes into their areas, but they 
never see it and nothing happens to change 
their plight. From all reports, this is the 
evil of the anti-poverty program to date. It 
can point to a record of achievement but 
one that is negligible in the light of the 
problem. What Shriver has to do is forget 
about the niceties of protocol and get down 
to the realities of life. 


The person who has lived in poverty 


all his life cares about only one thing — 
his own personal stale of affairs. If he is 


rncDt of programs. What he wants Is relief 
and this Is what tbe anti-poverty program Is 
going to have to provide In very short or- 
der If Itis'to survive. It Is admittedly a 
very tough job b« that Is part of the prob- 
lem. You cannot spend hundreds of thou- 
sands or even millions In getting ready to 
do something and expect a grateful attitude 
on the part of those you seek to help. What 
Shriver has to recognize Is that, as un- 
pleasant as It was, Us treatment at tbe 
crusade convention represents a serious 
Indictment of his program. It Is a criticism 
he has to accept, not one that creates In him 
any animosity toward (hose be Is supposed 
to be helping. 


^ 
It may be a fact that the crusade mem- 


bership got out of hand but the more im- 
portant consideration is the validity of their 
position. The circumstances of their pres- 
entation are not nearly so important as the 
substance of their presentation. A poverty 
program that doesn't reach the poor isn't 
really a poverty program, at all. 


Rather than hurting the cause of tbe 


impoverished, the event should be one that 
furthers that cause. It should convince the 
Office of Economic Opportunity that It must 
place a premium on action that Is meaning- 
ful, not on red tape or government bureau- 
cracy. 


The event is one, too, that should con- 


vince skeptics of the entire program that 


time is running out on 
us. Some would ta':e 
the .situation as proof 
that the anti-poverty 
approach is all wrong, 


that there is nothing that we can or should 
be doing about this situation. It proves to 
them what they have always believed, that 
the government should never have entered 
into this program to begin with. This has 
not been proven, at all. We see in the cru- 
sade fiasco that the approach we are using 
has not been effective but we also see that 
something is drastically needed. We see 
that, like it or not, the forces of economic 
deprivation have been aroused and are not 
going to be quieted short of some attain- 
ment. 


It doesn't mean that we junk the anti- 


poverty program but rather, that we find 
a better means of achieving the ends the 
program seeks. That poverty can't be licked 
is a belief with which we will never again 
be able to live. Long suffering has ceased 
to be a trademark of those deprived of the 
chance for a decent way of life.

Bosch Looks Like 
Election Winner 


Nebraska Gains 


The Nebraska University College of 


Business Administration estimates that the 
state grew 6 per cent in population in the 
five year period after I960. 


It gives a quite reliable estimate of 


73,321 new residents by 1965, a 2 per cent 
Increase in the non-urban areas and a 10 
per cent increase among city people. 


Of the cities the greatest numerical 


gains were mainly in the Omaha, Lincoln, 
Grand Island areas with Scottsbluff, Nor- 
folk, Fremont, Valentine, Crete and Lexing- 
ton following. 


Extreme southeast Nebraska from Jef- 


ferson County to Richardson, once con- 
sidered Nebraska's garden spot, showed 
further decline. 


So what do we make of this? 
First a cynic could point out that de- 


spite Nebraska's recent gains it has vir- 


tually the same population it had 50 years 
ago, although the nation has grown from 
100 million to 200 million. But population 
is more dependent upon what sort of activi- 
ties a state engages in rather than serving 
as an indicator of civic progress. 


Nebraska is basically agricultural and 


it Is losing farm population. Some of the 
loss can be attributed to submarginal 
prices, some to soil erosion and some to a 
lack of proper use of water. These are cor- 
rectable. But progress itself has decimated 
the farming population. Power machinery 
and advanced technology has not only 
greatly improved production, but it has 
called for larger farm units. This at once 
has reduced the number of farm owners and 
greatly depreciated that element of the 
population that once was engaged in farm 
labor. 


Not A Blessing 


WASHINGTON — 
Now 


that Juan Bosch appears 
once again on his way to 
election as president of the 
Dominican Republic, s o m e 
diplomats 
are 
remarking 


this is where the U n i t e d 
States came in. What, they 
ask, did U.S. intervention in 
that country accomplish? 


If the balloting in June is 


conducted honestly, and if 
nobody interferes with t h e 
vote count or challenges the 
outcome by force, Bosch will 
almost certainly repeat — or 
top — his 1962 victory! 


This is what the de facto 


Dominican regime w h i c h 
ousted Bosch in September 
1963 set out to undo. And the 
landing of U.S. Marines was 
interpreted in Latin Ameri- 
ca as aimed at preventing 
Bosch's return from Puerto 
Rico. 


Officially 
the 
Marines 


were landed to protect Amer- 
ican lives and property. But, 
as soon as the first contin- 
gent of Marines was ashore, 
wily General Antonio Imbcrt 
went to work on U.S. Am- 
bassador 
Taplcy 
Bennett 


and convinced him to per- 
s u a d c President Johnson 
that another Cuba was In 
the making. 


So a massive buildup of 


U.S. forces in the island re- 
public 
began, 
eventually 


reaching some 22,500 m e n 
plus a formidable lot of ar- 
mament. When we tried to 
get other Latin American 
republics to support the in- 
tervention, five — Mexico, 
Chile, Venezuela, U r u g u a y 
and Ecuador—flatly balked. 


A few others gave grudging 
lip service. 


The charge against Bosch, 


by those who forced him out' 
after only seven months in 
office, was that he was "soft 
on 
communism." 
Despite 


lack of any tangible evidence 
to support this accusation, 
the State Department ac- 
cepted it, largely because 
our government representa- 
tives in Santo Domingo had 
failed to estabish useful con- 
tacts with Bosch. 


Real fact is that Bosch has 


some socialist or semi-social- 
ist ideas, but nevertheless 
is firmly anti-communist. In 
an interview two months aft- 
er his 1963 inauguration, he 
expressed his belief that the 
best way to defeat the com- 
munists was 
by 
pushing 


through some basic econom- 
ic and social reforms they 
agitated for, without curtail- 
ing Democratic freedoms. 


In addition to that state- 


ment, Bosch talked about the 
need for cutting the over- 
blown Dominican military 
down to size and bringing to 
justice those who had prof- 
ited illegally through deal- 
ings with the Trujillo re- 
gime. 


From that moment, a com- 


bination of generals and ul- 
tra-conservative business- 
men agreed that Bosch must 
go. He did. The man who en- 
gineered the coup against 
him was Brig. Gen. E 1 i a s, 
Wessin y Wessin, now exiled 
from the country and serv- 
ing as Dominican air at- 
tache in Washington.

There is no good news in the report 


of the National Education Association Re- 
search Division which states that the de- 
mand for professional educational staff in 
Nebraska will decline by the year 1969-70. 
One might be inclined to think this is good 
since it would mean a lower tax demand 
but the evil lies in the fact that it means 
a declining overall economy. 


The needs for professional educational 


staff are based on projected enrollment 
figures and only two states, Nebraska and 
South Dakota, point to a declining demand. 
This means that while enrollments are ex- 
panding in other states, they are going 
down in Nebraska. 


Enrollments go down because there are 


fewer people, which means a declining eco- 
nomic base. It means fewer families living 
and working here. It means fewer cus- 
tomers for the goods and services offered 


by the business, industry and professions 
of our state. 


Any lessening of the demand for tax 


funds is an unwanted blessing. In fact, 
we too often fail to contemplate that an 
increasing demand for tax funds can often 
be a good sign—a sign of growth that calls 
for improved and expanded public services. 


The situation is one that should alarm 


the people of Nebraska. Once decline in 
any respect begins, it has the same snow- 
balling effect as progress and prosperity. 


As the number of families in a state 


decline, there is less and less opportunity 
for those who remain. In turn, more people 
leave to find their chance elsewhere and 
the situation locally becomes that much 
worse. The person who looks for long-term 
economic security in regression or even 
stagnation is looking for the proverbial 
pot at the end of the rainbow.

A study of Secretary Rusk's 10 point 


statement directed to China, searching for 
some means to relieve the pressure be- 
tween the two nations, was a statement of 
great promise, couched in terms that truly 
described the U.S. desire for peace. 


The early reaction in Red China was 


one of prejudging it, and calling it fradu- 
lent. This mandarin-type response gets to 
the heart of the U.S.-Red China problem. 
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The statement was a "let us reason togeth- 
er" message. It offered ten areas of discus- 
sion. It was not a statement from weak- 
ness, as China officially assumed, but ra- 
ther an Invitation to confer hi calmness and 
with an open mind. The weakness of Chi- 
na's position is that it refused to confer 
'and, therefore, there was no basis for cry- 
ing fraud. " 


China has more reason to doubt its 


own thesis, that it can overthrow a healthy 
and powerful West by a combination of 
Chinese communist-oriented nations. It is 
not fraudulent to state the facts that China 
has not been able to recruit these imagin- 
ary nations and at this time its possibilities 
are growing less and less. It no longer has 
even the support of most of the world's 
other communist nations. But we are deal- 
ing here with a peculiar mentality rather 
than a set of facts. 


It is the same with the Ho Chi Minn 


movement In Viet Nam. Gen. Ho Chi Minn 
has never conferred with any adversary. 
He tioes not go to council tables. He Is a 
competent military leader in terms of his 
area, but there Is no record that he ever 
conferred with the Nationalist Chinese, the 
Invading Japs, with France, with any com- 
bination of South Vietnamese rulers, nor 
now with the United States. 


This Is the error of the critics of the 


national administration. They have figured 
out any number of ways of quieting the 
Vietnamese struggle, but all of them are 
based on conference and agreement with the 
Ho Chi Minh government But it is a govern- 
ment disposed against negotiation. So where 
do these plans go? 


OFFUTT AIR F O R C E 


BASE, Omaha, — The Stra- 
tegic Air Command, which 
is directed from here, never 
dreamed at the time of its 
inception that its massive 
bombers would one day be 
used to flush ragged Asian 
guerrillas from their jungles. 


But that is what the most 


tremendous striking force in 
military history is doing 
these days in the skies over 
Viet Nam. Its main force 
of B-52's and intercontinen- 
tal missiles remains aimed 
at prime Soviet, Chinese and 
other targets, as has been 
the case for many years. Its 
airborne command post with 
a general in charge, is al- 
ways on duty, ready to take 
charge of hurling megaton 
wrath in the event an enemy 
attack on the U.S. knocked 
out the Underground Control 
Center here at Offutt and 
the two alternate centers 
elsewhere in America. 


But it is the war on Viet 


Nam that is talked about 
here. 
"For 
years our crews 


trained for missions they 
knew were not likely to take 
place," one old SAC band 
said today. "It was like ask- 
ing them to practice all week 
long and then call off the 
ball game. Keeping them 
keen and ready has always 
been a problem. But now 
we're rotating tbcm as fast 
ai possible through Guam, 
and they're getting to know 
for the first time what It's 
like to play for real. Viet 
Nam Is the best training SAC 
ever had, and we're a better 
outfit because of It."

We asked him if SAC had 


any qualms about sending 
B-52's after ' m e n hiding 
under trees, Instead of

"No, the B-52 has turned

We know from experience 


that a heating pad or a hot 
bath gives relief. We know 
that sometimes a hot climate 
makes-sufferers feel better 
insofar as creaky joints are 
concerned. 
. , 


Well, sound waves c a n 


create heat, too. 


As to ultrasonic, it is a 


pitch too high to be heard by 
humans. You doubtless know 
about special whistles that 
are used to call dogs. The 
pitch is too high to affect 
our ears although the sharp 
ears of dogs can hear the 
"whistles." 


Sound is a vibration. For 


ordinary speech, it is vibra- 
tion of the air, yet if we are 
under water and something 
makes the water vibrate, we 
can hear the sound. Sound 
can penetrate a n y t h i n g 
which can vibrate. Sound is 
a certain type of movement 
—and movement represents 
energy. 


If you whack the outside 


wall of a galvanized iron 
shed w i t h a hammer, it 
makes a lot of noise on the 
other side of the wall—es- 
pecially to a person who may 
be inside the shed. The vi- 
brations travel through the 
galvanized iron. . 


But back to ultrasonics—a 


low note from the Buffalo 
Bills is a slow vibration, a 
low-frequency note, A high, 
squeaky note, as when Jack 
Benny p l a y s "Love in 
Bloom," is a high-frequency 
note. 


Very liigh f r e q u e n c y 


sounds—ultrasonic—can pen- 
etrate the body. We can't 
hear them but the vibrations 
make the tissues vibrate, and 
the vibration causes friction 
and heat. 


So ultrasonic waves pen- 


etrate and cause heat as 
"deep as two inches below 
the surface of the skin. It is 
possible to aim these sound 
vibrations very accurately. 


Arthritis isn't the only ail- 


ment helped by this fo'rm of 
"penetrating energy," but it 
Is the principal one. 


As I said, I can't explain 


why this deep heat does so 
much good, but it does. Oth- 
er forms of heat, whether 
from the sun, a hot water 
bottle, a heating pad or even 
the warmth of exercise, also 
help. But that's a brief ex- 
planation of ultrasonic treat- 
ment. It puts the heat down 
into the joints. 


Dear Dr. Molner: My fath- 


er has very bad sinus trouble 
and Is taking allergy shots. 
He has done everything ex- 
cept get rid of his cat, a long- 
haired 
Persian 
which he 


brushes and fondles contin- 
ually. I don't believe he has 
told his doctor about the cat, 
but he has lots of confidence 
in you, and never misses 
reading your column. Can 
cats help cause sinus troub- 
le? —MRS.A.N. 


Yes, sometimes, because 


allergy is often a factor and 
animal danders are an aller- 
gen which affects quite a few 
people. Won't dad let you 
board the cat out for two or 
three weeks to see whether 
its absence makes a differ- 
ence? In any event, if he 
won't tell his doctor about 
the cat, you should. Desen- 
sitizing treatment may be 
possibly based on that infor- 
mation. 


Dear Dr. Molner: My hus- 


band wears an artificial leg, 
but at night if he has to get 
up, he refuses to strap it on. 
He goes hopping to tbe bath- 
room. Isn't this expecting 
too much of his heart? He is 
50 and healthy and I want to 


keep him that way—MRS. 
L. B. 


U you want to go easy on 


hlu heart, let him travel the 
way that's best for him. Let 
him decide whether It's eas- 
ier to hop twice as much on 
one leg, or half as much on 
two. In short, don't fret about 
this. Having a crutch handy 
would be another solution for 
him.

last couple of years I have 
developed a drooping eyelid. 
It Is not hereditary. W h a t 
causes this? Can an opera- 
tion correct it? I am In my 
late 20's and it Is ruining my 
appearance.—G.M.L.

this because there are dif- 
ferent causes. You should 
consult an eye specialist (or 
possibly a neurologist).

mended 10 drops of Iodine 
twice a day at first, and 
then five drops daily. Could 
one take too much Iodine as 
well as too little? Should ' 
there be a special diet?—

Yes, it's possible to take 


too much iodine, but small 
doses are very effective and 
not harmful in some kinds 
of goiter. With doses of five 
to 10 drops you will not get 
too much. A special diet is 
neither necessary nor help- 
ful.

wanted my ears 


pierced but my mother is 
afraid I might get an Infec- 
tion. A neighbor said if It is 
done by a doctor you don't 
have to worry about this.

payer is the goal of persons 
contending for nominations to 
county posts in the May 
primary. 


"Efficiency, courtesy and 


unity" Is the aim of Mrs. 
CaroLWnlker, seeking the Re- 
publican nomination for the 
office of county clerk, now 
beld by Democrat Carl Hart- 
man, who is unopposed In the 
primary. 


Mrs. Walker said she would 


stress unity and coordination 
between departments and sug- 
gested that some 
program 


should be set up In public re- 
lations for those who deal di- 
rectly with the general public. 


Both Mrs. Walker and her 


opponent, Republican Samuel 
Poteet, urged that the clerk's 
office set up some deadlines 
for submission of various ap- 
pearances, requests and reso- 
lutions for county board meet- 
ings of which the clerk serves 
as official secretary. 


Poteet said he would empha- 


size well-trained personnel of 
maturity with "good service 
being the chief function" o{ 
the office. 


Third Term 


County Commissioner Ken- 


neth Bourne, seeking his third 
term, stresses economy and 
states he is against any such 
increase in taxes such as the 
road levy unless flood or some 
other emergency necessitates 
such a rise. 


In response to some discus- 


sion of placing ceilings on 
county employes' salaries or 
setting up job classifications, 
Bourne said that he feels the 
method now used in which the 
county board cooperates with 
officials in establishing sala- 
ries and job classifications is 
"best and most satisfactory 
in obtaining good employes to 
serve the public." 


His opponent on the Repub-

NASON ON EDUCATION: 
Efficiency Experts Should Help 
Teachers Devise Better Methods

A new teacher often is over- 


whelmed by such things as 
overcrowded classrooms, apa- 
thetic students, 
playground 


duties and a mountain of stu- 
dent homework to be checked. 


She gets little help from her 


older colleagues In this re- 
spect, because many experi- 
enced teachers have contin- 
ued year after year working 
all day and grading papers 
at night. 


The supervisor, or an effi- 


ciency expert, should help 
each teacher, new or old, de- 
vise schemes of giving the 
s t u d e n t an immediate ap? 
pralsal of much of the work 
done, thus eliminating unnec- 
essary night work. This also 
helps the student. It is the ef- 
fort put forth by the student

In the process that results in 
learning, not the tune spent 
by the teachers. 
Futile Procedure 


If the teacher carries papers 


home, grades them, hands 
them back the next day, the 
learning process htas been in- 
terrupted for so long a time as 
to make the whole procedure 
futile. The student needs the 
reinforcement of k n o w i n g 
that he was correct. But the 
reinforcement must be ad- 
ministered at the time of the 
effort, not 24 hours later. 


If the student falls to un- 


derstand, his thinking should 
be straightened out on the 
spot. Allowing incorrect think- 
ing to exist for any period of 
time b u i 1 d s a tolerance for 
hazy thinking that becomes a 
roadblock to learning. 


Homework should be 
as- 


sessed at the beginning of the 
next day's class period — be- 
fore further development is 
made in the topic. A three- 
minute test, corrected imme- 
diately, does much to straight- 
en out a student's thinking. At 
the same time it can give 
the teacher a clearer picture 


of the effectiveness of his 
teaching procedures. 


Students'. Needs 


In each of these situations, 


the needs of the student for 
help in the orderly develop- 
ment of his learning are 
served better without hours of 
work outside the classroom on 
the part of the teacher. 


Emphasis should be on stu- 


dent-learning and develop- 
ment, not on the number of 
themes written and corrected, 
nor on the number of pages 
of homework completed and 
graded. 


One of the strongest forces

Expanding Steadily 


Washington (A — Despite a 


common impression that civ- 
il defense Is defunct as t h e 
dodo, this country is locating 
and marking one million new 
shelter spaces for Individuals 
each month against the fall- 
out threat of nuclear war. 


And the Office of Civil De- 


fense, chugging along through 
oceans of public apathy, Is 
stocking shelters with emer- 
gency food and medical sup- 
plies at a rate of 8 million a 
year and a cost of $2.50 each. 


Civil defense has not esca- 


lated to match the fiercer hos- 
tilities in Viet Nam. Ameri- 
can s aren't scared enough 
yet, say administration aides 
•who admit that public inter- 
est has sagged steadily since 
the 1962 Cuban missile base 
showdown. 
"People don't get stirred up 


until there's a direct confron- 
tation of nuclear powers, as 
In 
the 
Berlin 
and Cuba 


crises," one official said. 


If China Surges 


"If Red China should begin 


to rattle a nuclear capability 
over Viet Nam, we'd have an- 
other civil defense upsurge, 
•with home shelter salesmen 
and all the trimminngs." 


Seeking a boost to $134 mil- 


lion from this year's $107 mjl- 
lion OCD budget, Secretary of 
Defense Robert S. McNamara 
testified last month that an 
efffident 
defensive posture 


against the Soviet nuclear 
capability of the 1970s would 
require "a mix of measures 
including a full civil defense 
fallout shelter program, bal- 
listic missile defenses, anti- 
submarine defenses, and an 
improved bomber defense." 


The recent cryptic remark 


of Soviet Defense Minister IL 


Y. Mallnovsky Oat Russia 
has completed a "bine belt" 
defense raised the possibility 
of a further escalation In the 
East-West power struggle and 
a possible future enhancement 
of OCD'sroleJ 


If, as some suspect. Marshal 


Malinovsky referred to •anti- 
ballistic missile defense rings 
(ABM) 
around Soviet cities, 


the day may be hastened 
when the United States makes 
a matching move. 


A full fallout defense, by 


McNamara's estimate, would 
cost $3.4 billllon alone. A de- 
fense scaled to Red China's 
nuclear threat in the 1970s 
would cost considerably less, 
but still many times more 
than the modest annual sums 
now being spent on shelters. 


Relying almost wholly on 


the use of space in existing 
buildings, the shelter program 
has had a fairly impressive 
growth since the Kennedy- 
Khrushchev confrontation over 
Cuba in 1962. 
Then, only a handful of 


shelters were marked and 
virtually none provisioned. 


Many mayors and gover- 


nors ordered 
civil defense 


shakeups which, in ODC's 
opinion, have brought last- 
ing improvements.

State Education Commit* 


sloner Floyd Miller recom- 
mended in a letter to Nebras- 
ka's congressional delegation 
Wednesday that the purposes 
of the 1965 Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act be 
broadened to provide more 
emphasis to improving gener- 
al education programs. 


He said federal aid Is "an 


Indispensable element in an 
adequate program for financ- 
ing public education" and sug- 
gested the federal act be 
amended to provide general 
financial assistance to the 
states with less federal re- 
strictions and red tape. 


State Board of Education 


member Robert G. Simmons 
Jr. of Scottsbluff said he ob- 
jected to the letter's implica- 
tion that Nebraska "can't do 
without 
federal 
aid, 
that 


there's no alternative." 


He said the state board did 


not authorize the letter. 


In the letter, which Dr. 


Miller said was intended to 
reflect o n l y departmental 
views on the federal act, the 
education commissioner was 
critical of some aspects of the 
law. 


"Because the aid has such 


a narrow and limited purpose, 
efforts to improve the qual- 
ity of Hit' general education 
program are not encouraged 
to any large extent," he said. 


It Is our opinion that (to- 


serving 
children are 
not 


limited only to those who may 
be regarded as 'educational- 
ly deprived.' 


"We w e r e disappointed, 


also, in (be rather elaborate 
and extensive applications re- 
quired of the local school dis- 
tricts by the U.S. Office of 
Education, especially in the 
area of 'evaluation.' We feel 
that unnecessary 'red . tape' 
and an excessive •mount of 
paper work will tend to re- 
strict and Impede the efforts 
of local school districts to pro- 
vide quality programs for de- 
serving children." 


He also asked for more 


federal dollars for administra- 
tive purposes and continua- 
tion of 100% federal funding 
of projects. 


"It is expected that by 1970, 


federally-financed 
activities 


will have shown merit and 
stability," he said. "State 
funds, then, may be more 
easily procured for matching 
purposes."

In a letter to Secretary of 


Agriculture Orvllle Freeman, 
Nebraska congressmen, sena. 
tors, and Gov. Frank Morri- 
sun, 
t h e Nebraska Swine 


Council protested recent com- 
ments attributed to Freeman 
regarding high meat prices. 
The Swine Council said: 


"It has only been within the 


last year that pork producers 
have realized enough income 
from their product to produce 
a livable income. 


"With the high price of ma- 


terials utilized by the produ- 
cer he must receive a higher 
wage or price for his product 
to meet increasing costs. We 
would appreciate your h e l p 
in rectifying this situation." 


Jim Volk of Battle Creek, 


president of the Swine Coun- 


cil, said the recent Defense 
Department directive to re- 
duce by 50% the serving of 
pork to the armed forces "is 
not only discriminatory but It 
doesn't make economic sense 
when pork prices are skidding 
downward."

The 
American West opened with 
four clubs, w h i c h North 
doubled. 


South had a difficult prob- 


lem to solve. To pass was 
more or less out of the ques- 
tion, the only real problem 
being to choose between re- 
sponding either four or five 
diamonds. 


South elected to bid five 


diamonds, which turned out 
badly. East doubled, and the 
outcome was that the Italian 
declared went down 700. West 
led the queen of h e a r t s , 
which held*, and shifted to 
the king of clubs. East ruffed 
the ace and played the A-K 
and another heart. Declarer 
ruffed high, but East still 
had to get two spade tricks 
for down four. 


At the second table, with

At this table, West opened

to make a preemptive bid, 
you should preempt as high 
as possible.

Then cut two strips that are both three 
inches wide and at least twice the length 
of the larger piece. 


Now fold the larger piece in half so 


that the two smaller ends arc together. 
Cut from the top corner to a point three 
Inches from the bottom corner. You have 
now cut off two triangles that arc twoivc 
inches on one side and three inches on 
another. These pieces arc discarded. Un- 
fold the strip. We will call the longer 
side Uic top and the side that is now six 
Inches shorter than the longer side the bot- 
tom. 


Gather the two smaller strips and sew 


to the larger strip. Sew the first strip about 
five inches above the bottom of the lar- 
gest piece. The second row of gathers is 
sewed just.above the first one. 


Fold your material in half again, with 


the shorter ends together, and with the 
gathers on the inside. Scam-across the bot- 
tom and up the two sides. Turn to the 
right side. Make a half inch hem in the 
lop, leaving an opening in which to- insert 
the elastic. 


Cut a piece of clastic that is shorter 


lhan the circumference of your broom at 
the point where the elastic will fit on the 
broom. This is to make the cover fit snug- 
ly on the broom. Insert elastic and sew 
ends together. Your cover is now finished. 
Busy.

Kansas City, Mo. — Big 


Eight Conference track teams 
grab onto the batons with one 
hand this week, still clutching 
in the other a fist full of all- 
time marks and 
seasonal 


bests, as they move to the 
Kansas Relays 
behind the 


fastest start ever for the 
league. 


The push-off for last year 


was the one to' beat and It 
bus rolled to the wayside with 
15 of the top performances so 
far this year showing up bet- 
ter than marks In the events 
at the comparable time last 
year — three weeks Into the 
outdoor season. 


It is at the Kansas carnival 


that the. Big Eighters will be 
after the remaining seven to 
top everything before heading 
to the Drake Relays the fol- 
lowing week. Five of those 
seven come in the relay de- 
partments — only the 100 
dash and intermediate hur- 
dles stand behind last year's 
pace. 


With good weather, the 440, 


880, mile, two mile, and sprint 
medley times should be added 
to the collection. Competition 
within the conference alone 
could push all but the two 
mile to all-time league stand- 
ards. 


For example. Nebraska, 


Kansas State, Oklahoma, and 
Colorado all stand within a 
half second of each other in 
the short one. Nebraska tops 
the current list with 41.1. The 
all-time lo\y is just a second 
below this. 


Oklahoma. Kansas 
State, 


Kansas, and Nebraska — if 
the Cornhuskers run it — all 
have a shot at the magic 
1:22.9 best in the 880. At any 
rate, Oklahoma's ponies only 
have to drop a half second 
to get last year's 1:24.3 best. 
With Charlie Greene picking 
a pair of 220s since Texas, 
perhaps the Huskers are aim- 
ing at this one.

the mile relay, too. Oklahoma 
State has edged to the front 
with its 3:11.3. Right beside

Could Aid Cancer 


Washington (UPI—Commis- 


sioner James L. Goddard of 
the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration (FDA) said in con- 
gressional testimony 
made 


public Wednesday that' the 
controversial serum Krebio- 
zen might aggravate rather 
than curb cancer. 


Goddard made the state- 


ment in a closed hearing by 
a House appropriations sub- 
committee Feb. 7. He said 
that 'niineral oil was found to 
be in Krebiozen during analy- 
ses by the FDA and others. 


"I must point out that it 


has been suggested by the 
scientific community t h a t 
mineral oil in itself may be 
carcinogenic or, in effect, 
cause cancer," Goddard said. 


The federal government has 


banned interstate shipment of 
Krebiozen on grounds it is 
worthless as a cancer cure. 
Hundreds of persons stricken 
with cancer, and convinced 
that Krebiozen is keeping 
them, alive, h a v e besieged 
Washington with pleas to re- 
lax the restrictions.
